NOW FOR A GREAT CROP OF 
CORN. 


The United States has practicaily 
a monopoly of the corn growing of the 
‘entire world. Some corn is grown in 
southern Europe, some in Argentine, 
but the United States produces from 
two-thirds to three-fourths of the corn 
crop of the world. More than half of 
the corn crop of the United States, or 
more than one-third of the corn crop 
of the world, is grown in the territory 
covered by Wallaces’ Farmer, or the 
states of Illinois, Iowa, Missouri Ne- 
braska, and Kansas. 

The world is requiring larger corn 
crops from year to year while the ter- 
tritory in which it can be grown at a 
commercial profit, that is for sale in 
the markets of the world, is incapable 
of any great degree of expansion on 
this continent, and what expansion is 
possible is in Argentine, or in the 
same degrees of south latitude in which 
it flourishes in north latitude. 

Every year more and more will be 
demanded for export, not for food of 
man but for feed for live stock. Euro- 
pean farmers are finding out more 
clearly every year that it is the cheap- 
est carbohydrate food that the world 
knows. Every year more will be re- 
quired for the food of the three million 
head of live stock, which will constant- 
ly increase, that are kept in towns and 
cities. More will be required for the 
manufacture of glucose, starch, whisky, 
and for other purposes. 

Heretofore the great bulk of the 
corn has been consumed on the farm 
and will be, must be, if we are to con- 
tinue to furnish meats for the world’s 
markets. But the per cent will greatly 
decrease, owing to the increased de- 
mands above mentioned. 

It must, therefore, be apparent to 
any man who will think on the sub- 
ject for five minutes consecutively that 
corn growing will be a profitable busi- 
ness for years to come. Notwithstand- 





ing the large crops of 1898, 1899, and | 


1900, the home supplies of corn are 
rapidly decreasing. It is the duty of 
every readers of Wallaces’ Farmer to 
grow as large a crop of corn next year 
as he possibly can without interfering 
with the balance of crops which it is 
necessary to maintain in order to keep 
up the rotation. 

We don’t advise the farmer to grow 
more acres, but we do advise him to 
grow more Aushels per acre, as it is 
only by increased bushels per acre that 
the supply of corn can be maintained 
equal to the world’s demands. We 
wish particularly to impress upon the 
mind of the reader this important fact, 
that the yield of corn, other things 
being equal, will be measured by the 
amount of moisture available between 
the time of tasseling and complete ma- 
turity. No matter how flourishing the 
crop may appear up to the time of 
tasseling a dearth of water at that 
time will inevitably.ruin the crop and 
an abundant supply of water during 
these months, yarying according to lati- 
tude from the middle of July to the 
first of August and onward, will in- 
sure 2 large crop, 
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WALLACES’ FARMER. 


The supply of water in the shape of 
rain is not within human control. It 
is very seldom that it is equal to the 
demands of the crop at this time and 
the farmer must depend upon the 
stored water in the subsoil if he is to 
mature his crop. One of the great se- 
crets of growing corn is to be able to 
draw upon this stored water during 
this critical period, and the only 
method of doing it is in the proper 
management of the soil. 

Two things are essential to secure 
and maintain the water ladder, or the 
communication between the surface 
and the under water. First, such a 
preparation of the seed bed as will 
establish complete capillary connec- 
tion, or the establishment of a water 
ladder; and second, such thorough 
surface cultivation as will form a dust 
mulch and prevent the evaporation and 
waste of water from below, spreading 
it out so to speak within reach of the 
corn roots and hence within reach of 
the stalks above. We wish our read- 
ers to get this fact clearly in mind, be- 
cause on this will largely depend their 
success in growing a great crop of 
corn next year. 

How shali it be done? First, by 
tnorough preparation of the seed bed 
which means a good deep plowing at 
a depth which the soil and circum- 
stances require. In some sections of 
the country deep, in others only deep 
enough to cover weeds and trash, say 
four or five inches, but in every case 
the work should be thoroughly done. 
There should be no *oarse manure ior 
uncut corn slalks to interfere with the 
closest physical connection between 
furrow turned and the subsoil below. 
This is important, and more import- 
ant that most farmers realize. The 
farmer who imagines that he can turn 
under great clods and plant his corn 
without pulverizing them in some way 
and still get a large crop is mistaken. 
He cannot use all his surface soil in 
that way, nor can he secure the sup- 
ply of water from below. 

Equally important is it that a dust 
mulch be maintained. If even with a 
thoroughly prepared seed bed he 
allows the surface to become baked 
and cracked open, or allows grass to 
form a sod, or weeds to take posses- 
sion, he must expect failure to a great- 
er or less extent. 

The dispute as to the -omparative 
merits between deep and shallow cul- 
tivation has one on within our recol- 
lection for fifty years, and the only an- 
swer that can be given is: First, deep 
to secure the thorough compacting of 
the under side of the sub- 
soil, and so as to obtain complete 
mastery and control of weeds and 
grasses that grow up in the corn; and 
then after the corn is three or four 
inches high, no deeper cultivation than 
is necessary to form the dust mulch. 

Cultivate for the mulch first. If 
this is done thoroughly the weeds will 
give no trouble. And just here comes 
in the great value of such tools as the 
Hallock weeder which enables. the 
farmer who has prepared his ground 
properly to begin with to cover a very 
large area in ten hours, forming a com- 
plete mulch of dirt which shuts off 
evaporation from below, and kills the 
weeds at the same time; and main- 
taining this until the corn is ready to 
lay by at the minimum of expense and 
the maximum of efficiency. 

Cultivation must in all cases go as 
deep as the weeds and grass for these 
must be kept down at all hazards, but 
the main work in this direction should 
be done before the corn is planted, or 
at least before it is up; after that all 
is plain sailing. If farmers are to keep 
on supplying the world’s markets with 
the best meats they must materially 
increase the present yield of corn so 
as to keep down the price to a point 
where they can use it profitably in 
producting these food supplies for the 
hungry nations. 

If we reach a point where a much 
larger per cent of corn is sold off the 
farm than now, the deterioration of 
corn lands must rapidly follow. More, 
it is impossible under conditions pre- 
vailing in the West to maintain the 
permanent fertility of the land with- 
out the growing and maintaining of 
live stock which is one of the main 
features of the farm. 

More than the world 'knows the pros- 
perity of ‘the entire country depends 
on the growing of a large crop of corn, 
not only this year, but for years to 
come, and there is no subject more 
worthy of the careful study of every 
farmer than how to secure larger crops 
by increasing the yield per acre; and 
this can only be done by improved 
methods of cultivation. Asstated above, 





the yield is determined more by the 
moistiire available between tasseling 
time and the maturity of the crop, 
which is determined largely by the 
method of preparing the seed bed and 
cultivating the crop up to the 4th of 
July. 


TO GET ROUGH LAND IN GRASS. 


An eastern Iowa correspondent 
writes: 

“My farm is mostly créék bottom 
and on the e&st side we have a very 
high hill facing southwest of about 
ten acres that has never been broken. 
It can all be broken out but about an 
acre near the center. We want to get 
it in clover. How am I to proceed? 
Some say if I break it up it will wash 
badly and also that if we sow clover 
on it this spring it will come up just 
as well without being broken. The 
grass is very short and it does not pay 
to cut it. Others say if we do we 
will lose our seed. We shall have to 
depend on you for advice in this mat- 
ter as we have learned by constant 
reading of the Farmer that its advice 
is of the best.” 

If we could fence that tract off by 
itself we would sow blue grass on it 
and then pasture it closely. In two 
years you should have a good pasture. 
Sow, of course, only the fancy cleaned 
seed as the extra clean is only chaff. 
If we wanted to get grass off of it in 
the meantime we would sow the mix- 
ture and treat as recommended else- 
where in the case where a northern 
Iowa farmer wishes to get a piece of 
prairie land in grass. If you sow 
blue grass or clover and don’t pasture 
it closely you will lose your seed. We 
would not break this land at all as 
hillsides in that section of the country 
wash. Harrowing and sowing clover 
with the blue grass would help but 
we would not expect to get a stand of 
clover unless in some way we were 
able to cover the seed. 








TO FEED HAY FROM HAY SHEDS. 


An Illlinois correspondent writes: 


“How do you feed the hay in a hay 
shed when you make it a picnic to 
feed a hundred head of cattle? {f you 
let them go at it at will they will pull 
out too much under their feet.” 

To make it a picnic build your cat- 
tle sheds around two sides and one 
end of your hay shed, making them 
sixteen feet wide and eight feet high 
at the lowest point; ten feet would be 
better. Build racks next to your shed 
into which,you throw the hay from the 
inside of the shed. To do this you 
must have a; continuous roof over 
both shed and cattle shed. 

If you don’t want to go to this ex- 
pense you can let the cattle eat in all 
around, placing poles along the out- 
side of the shed so as to prevent them 
getting in much more than their 
heads. Then cut down your hay from 
the inside and thus make a chute. 

When this is done it is a picnic to 
feed a hundred head of cattle. In all 
kinds of weather the cattle the hay 
and the feeder are all under shelter. 
Then if you have a wind mill and 
tanks automatically supplied and salt 
handy, what better picnic do you 
want? If you want to go to the farm- 
ers’ institute and stay two days you 
do not need to worry about our cattle 
suffering in your absence. 





GAINS OF CATTLE AS COMPARED 
WITH SHEEP. 


A correspondent from eastern Kan- 
sas writes: 

“T own a farm of 120 acres in east- 
ern Kansas and would like to know 
which will produce the most pounds, 
of live stock weight, beef cattle or mut- 
ton sheep; I mean as a herd or as a 
flock year after year, on the same 
amount of feed, pasture, grain, and 
roughness, not taking into considera- 
tion milk or wool. What is the differ- 
ence in gain?” 

It is generally safe to make the 
estimate between sheep and cattle by 
the hundred pounds. Those who have 
looked into the matter fully claim that 
the pasture and roughness which will 
feed a thousand pounds of cattle will 
feed eight hundred pounds of sheep. 
but that the sheep will make more 
gain per acre than cattle. Sheep will 
bring better returns per hundred 
pounds on grain than cattle will for 
the reason that they have longer 
length of entrails as compared with 
cattle and bring up and re-chew grain 
feed more fully than do cattle. 

On the whole, therefore, we would 
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say that taking into consideration 
both pasture, roughness, and grain, a 
thousand pounds of sheep will make 
more gain than a thousand pounds of 


_eattle. Therefore, it is better on mos; 


farms to keep both. 





SUMMER FEEDING STEERS. 


A subscriber from Boone county, 
Iowa, writes: 

“I wish your advice about feeding 
twenty head of two-year-old steers. 
Would you commence now or com- 
mence later and summer feed? I 
have corn and plenty of clover hay 
but am afraid I can not get the steers 
finished in six months as they are 
only in fair flesh and will weigh 750 
to 800 pounds. I have plenty of clover 
pasture but never fed in summer b 
fore and know nothing about it. Would 
you feed from now until grass comes 


or confine them to clover hay? If I 
commence feeding corn, would you 
feed all summer and fa.. finish? Will 


they do well in a dry lot when it is 
hot and the flies are bad? They are 
grade Short-horns and Herefords and 
a fairly good bunch. Do you think 
the early spring months would be the 
best market? I have no faith in sum- 
mer markets and have no idea as to 
fall markets.” 

It is very difficult to give offhand 
advice on the above subjects. that 
would be of very much value. Unless 
the steers are in better flesh than two- 
year-old steers weighing that amount 
usually are it will not be possible for 
him to get the six hundred pounds 
extra weight that these steers should 
have to meet a good market between 
now and July. 

Two ways are open with either of 
which there would be a _ reasonable 
prospect of profit and in either case 
we would feed a little corn from now 
on, but not much provided they have 
plenty of good clover hay. We would 
not aim to get them on full feed but 
keep them growing nicely until grass 
is solid, say about the 10th of Mav 
Then if we decided to summer feed 
we would gradually increase the corn 
on grass, giving them as much as ten 
pounds as an evening feed. Then 
when the grass failed increase a little 
and finish on new corn, marketing 
them say in January or February. 

If we decided not to summer feed 
we would gradually drop off the corn 
about the time grass became solid and 
not give any more corn until we be- 
gin getting them on full feed in the 
fall. Which of these two ways would 
be the best, time only could tell. 

The reason why we advise not get- 
ting them on full feed is because steers 
that have been on full feed can not 
be profitably turned on grass, while 
if they have been warmed up with 
corn until grass is good you can take 
either plan as seems best at that time. 
We should say that four or five pounas 
of corn a day would be plenty with 
good clover hay until you determine 
whether you are to summer feed or 
not. If these steers were of good 
quality they should have six hundred 
more pounds put on to bring them to 
a good market. 





TO T!’ICKEN UP A PASTURE. 


A correspondent of Macon county, 
Illinois, writes: 

“We have a thin stand of clover and 
would like to pasture it with sheep, 
cattle, and hogs. Would it do to re- 
inforce it with rape; I mean to sow 
rape on the clover and work it in, or 
would it be best to sow something 
else?” 

If you put sheep on that kind of 
pasture as it is now they will kill out 
your clover before fall. We would 
sow on it a mixture of oats, wheat, 
and rye, about a third of a seeding of 
each, and add to it about four Ibs. of 
clover, eight lbs. of timothy and two 
Ibs. of rape, harrowing or disking them 
in, and do it as soon as the ground is 
in order. This will furnish pasture 
for the live stock described, and if the 
season is favorable will give you a 
good stand. 

Ifthe grains grow ahead of the sheep, 
mow them for hay when the oats are 
ripe. Sheep will in all probability pre- 
fer the grains until the rape is six or 
eight inches high. If you have another 
field in which you can sow rape with 
spring grain and put the sheep there 
after harvest it will be better for the 
clover in this pasture. Sheep do well 
on clover pasture, but the young clover 
pasture does not do well with sheep on 
it. They cut about as close as the old 
fashioned sidgwalk broker.

GETHSEMANE. 


(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 





26:36-46. Read Luke 22:39-46.) 
We are now approaching holy 


ground and should travel it with un- 
sandaled feet. The last words had 
been spoken in the upper room in that 
sweetly solemn hour during which 
Jesus poured out His whole soul to 
the eleven undisturbed by the pres- 
ence of Judas, the record of which 

(John, chapters 13-17) has been the 
comfort and sojace of the burden 
bearer and sorrow laden in all ages 
and lands for nineteen hundred years, 
and will be ‘till He come” and heaven 
itself becomes the upper room for all 
saints. After singing the threa re- 
maining Psalms of the Greater Hallel 
(Psalms 113-118), the two former be- 
ing usually sung at the beginning of 
the passover, they passed down the 
outs.de stairway, passed through the 
gate of the city, always open during 
passover night, and descended into 
the deep and dark valley, or gorge, of 
the Cedron, lighted only the  pass- 
over moon, and as they p2ssed through 
th:s dark valley, significant of the sor- 
row that lay heavy on His soul, Jesus 
sa:d: “All ye shall be offended because 
of Me this night: for it is written, 1 
will smite the shepherd, and the sheep 
of the flock shall be scattered abroad.” 
It is scarcely necessary to say that 
“offended” does not mean in Scripture 
to become angry, but to fall into sin. 
All ye shall fail Me and desert Me; 
this night ye will be scattered and 
separated, “But after I am risen again, 
I will go before you unto Galilee.” 

It is scarcely possible that the last 
clause made any impression on them, 
whatever, but they were all sore pained 
by the intimation that they should fail 
Him that night or ary other nignt. 
Words of this kind go very deep when 
we are conscious of rectitude of pur- 
pose. Their purpose was right, but 
Jesus knew their weakness and they 
did not. It is quite in keeping with 
Peter’s impulsive nature that he 
should be the first to speak and pro- 
test that though the rest should for- 
sake Him, yet would not he. “Jesus 
said unto him, verily, I say unto thee, 
That this night before the cock crow, 
thou shalt deny me thrice.” And the 
still confident, boastful Peter the more 
strenuously affirms his loyalty: “Lord, 
I am ready to go with .ee, both in 
prison, and to death. Though I shovld 
die with Thee, yet wiil I not deny 
Thee. Likewise also said all the dis- 
ciples.” To which Jesus, who knew 
Peter thoroughly with all his faults 
and virtues, replied, with that lofty 
assurance and confidence that marks 
His whole life: “Simon, Simon, Satan 
hath desired to have you, that he may 
sift you as wheat: But I have prayed 
for thee, that thy faith fail not.” Here 
we enter into a deep mystery. To 
whom had Satan spoken? 

(Note that Jesus did not pray that 
Peter might not be sifted, but that his 
faith might not fail. Note, also, that 
He expects His prayer to be answered, 
that Peter will not utterly fail, but 
that he will turn back and be able to 
strengthen his brethren.) 

By this time they had come to the 
secluded olive garden into which he 
had often turned aside to rest 
His disciples; so often that Judas 
knew just where to find him. It was 
perhaps no strange nor unusual thing 
that Jesus asked them to be seated at 
the entrance while He went further 
into the shade of the olive trees to 
pray. They knew His habit of prayer. 
Nor was it altogether strange that He 
took with Him Peter, James and John. 
These three had long been regarded 
as closer to Him than the rest and 
sharing His inmost confidence, but it 
must have seemed passing strange to 
them that He who had been so cour- 
ageous and so very calm, so confident 
of victory, should become “exceeding 
sorrowful” and “very heavy,” and 
should be forced by his mental! anguish 
ta say: “My soul is exceeding sorrow- 
ful, even unto death: tarry ye here, 
and watch with Me.” 

How true is all this to human ex- 
perieuce. In our deepest sorrow we 
wish: to be alone, and yet we always 
wish our dearest friends near us. How

our hearts are touched when we hear 


{ of & man 


dying utterly alone, even 
though. he was past all the help of 
friends. “And He went a little far- 
ther, and fell on His face, and prayed, 
saying, O, My Father, (the only rec- 
ord of the use of the phrase ‘My 
Father’) if it be possible, let this cup 
pass from Me: nevertheless not as I 
will, but as Thou wilt.” 

What was this' cup? Certainly not 
mere torture, suffering, or death, for 
if this be all that oppressed the soul 
of Jesus, many a time (with rever- 
ence be it spoken) has the courage 
and fortitude of the disciple sur- 
passed that of the Master. It was 
something more, infinitely more, than 
this; a mental anguish so great that 
at a later period during the evening 
it forced the blood through the pores 
of the skin where it stood in great 
drops, and that, too, in a Man who 
had never been excited or thrown off 
His guard and who for more than a 
year looked with calmness to His 
death long foreseen on the cross. On 
that soul struggling in mental anguish 
there rested the weight of the world’s 
redemption. What that means none 
can ever know. 

Returning to His disciples, He found 
them sleeping, and exclaimed:” “What, 
could ye not watch with Me one hour?” 
and then remembering all they had 
passed through in the last twenty-four 
hours, He, as it were, apologizes to 
them for their weaxness, and Says: 
“The spirit indeed is willing, but the 
flesh is weak.” 

Thus shut out from human sym- 
pathy, He went away again, and “be- 
ing in an agony” prayed: “If this cup 
may not pass away from Me, except I 
drink it, Thy will be done.” He now 
felt that there was no other way to 
carry out the Divine purpose, that the 
impossibility was not physical but 
moral, and His human wii! is now in 
perfect harmony with the w.vine. Re- 
turning He again finds them sleeping, 
and once more enters His place of 
soul agony and prays, using the same 
words. And now that the conflict was 
over, “there appeared an angel unto 
Him from _ heaven,’  strengtheving 
Him,” as angels appeared and mini- 
stered unto Him at the close of the 
temptation. When He again returns, 
he finds the disciples still sleeping, 
and now when they can give Him no 
help in His agony, when in fact He 
needs their help no longer, He says: 
“Sleep on now, and taxe your rest: 
the hour is come; the Son of Man is 
betraye.. unto the hands of sinners. 
Rise, let us be going: behold, he is 
at wand that doth betray Me.” 

In the last words we uave a lesson 
for everyday life; he irreparable 
past and the available future. The 
past is past, whether for good or evil; 
it can never be recalied, and so far 
as the past is concerned we might as 
well sleep on and take our rest. Cer- 
tainly it were better to sleep than to 
awake and fret over past mistakes. 
There is an available future, however, 
always before us, and we have reed 
to be awake and doing cue work that 
lies before us, with both hands, ear- 
nestly. 





BUILDING UP A WORN OUT FARM 


A correspondent from Illinois writes 
us that he has bought a worn out farm 
of eighty acres and is trying to restore 
the lost fertility. He has on it twenty- 
five head of cattle, ten head of horses, 
and nineteen brood sows. 
forty acres to tame grass, on which 
he has about a half stand. Seven acres 
of this is in hog pasture, and he wants 
to know whéther it would pay him to 
plow it up and sow it to rape, or 
whether he shall let it stand. 

Our correspondent has undoubtedly 
taken the 
wasted fertility, 
very heavily stocked and he must grow 
more than ordinary crops if he can 
maintain that amount of stock on 
eighty acres. His letter is interesting 
because it is typical of the conditions 
which we find, in our travels in Illi- 
nois, prevail here and there all over 
the state. 

On farms of this kind it is neces- 
sary to keep stock and also necessary 
to grow about the usual amount of 
grain in order to support the stock 
and make good interest on the invest- 
ment. 

Speaking first of his hog pasture

right way to restore the | 
but he has his farm ; 
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we would advise him to plow it up and 
sow rape. But we would advise him 
to sow a mixture of oats, wheat, and 
winter rye and with it sow timothy, 
clover, and blue grass, in the propor- 
tion of four Ibs. of clover, eight Ibs. 
of timothy, and four lbs. of blue grass; 
then add about two lbs. of rape. This 
will give him abundant pasture for his 
brood sows and pigs during the sum- 
mer and fall; and with a good season 
he will have a good stand of grass for 
the next year, while the blue grass will 
render it permanent by the time the 
clover and timothy go out. 

We would advise him, 
sow rape in his corn field when he 
plows it the last time, and if he is 
seeding down any of his farm to small 
grain to sow two or three lbs. of rape 
per acre, and whether he is seeding it 
to tame grass at the same time or not. 
If he sows barley we would advise him 
to sow an early variety, a good one is 
the Success. If he sows oats with that 
amount of live stock on hands, he can 
afford to sow late oats, provided he 
will mow them off for hay. 

He should harvest his corn fodder, 
and, in that latitude, it would probably 
be best to shred the fodder. If he has 
any lots about his barn yard in which 
the grass is trampled out and an op- 
portunity given for weeds to grow, we 
would plow that up and sow three 
pounds of rape. Or, if there is any 
cther land on the place, which, on ac- 
count of deficient drainage or other- 
wise, cannot be put in crop until it is 
too late, we would advise him to sow 
that to sorghum. Or if, for any rea- 
son, he wishes to grow more forage 
than his corn and grain will supply, it 
would be well to take a few acres of 
land that might otherwise be put in 
spring grain and sow that to sorghum. 

If this man has more cattle than he 
can keep well we would advise him 
to sell the poorest of them. In this 
way he can, in a few years, double the 
usual yield of an eighty acre farm, and 
at the same time increase its fertility.

TO SEED WILD PASTURE TO 
TAME GRASS. 


A northern Iowa _ correspondent 
writes: 

“IT have a pasture of about fifteen 
acres of wild prairie which seems to 
be dying out after pasturing it two 
years, or at_least it does not give good 
results. I do not like to plow it up. 
What kind of grass would you advise 
me to'sow on it this spring? Would 
alsike clover be all right for one in 
gredient of the mixture? Would you 
advise me to sow early in the spring 
before the frost is out of the ground, 


or wait until later and then disk or 
harrow? How much seed would you 
use per acre? Field is rather low but 


high enough for all kinds of grass to 
grow on it. I wish to use it for per- 
manent pasture.” 

Our correspondent should have sown 
blue grass and a little white clover on 
it when he commenced pasturing it 
two years ago and would have had a 
good stand by this time. When you 
inclose a field of prairie grass in lowa 
for pasture never fail to do two things. 
lirst, to sow blue grass, and second to 
pasture it as closely as you like and 
the closer the better. Two years will 
do the business, provided you put on 
enough stock. If you don’t have 
enough of your own put some of your 
neighbors’ on. 

Our correspondent has missed his 
first opportunity and as he wants 
pasture right away we would suggest 
that he wait until the frost is out of 
the ground, disk or harrow the land 
and then put on a bushel of oats and 
half bushel of wheat and with this 
sow four lbs. of mammoth clover, four 
lbs. of common red, two !bs. of alsike. 
and about four lbs. of blue grass; 
then add a little timothy, say seven 
or eight lbs. Sow the clover and 
timothy and harrow it in. Then sow 
the blue grass and brush it. 

When the oats and wheat are large 
enough to give a good bite turn in the 
cattle and hogs and pasture them 
down. If they get ahead of them, 
which they will unless he has a large 
amount of stock for that sized pasture, 
mow them off in June and make hay. 
If he could change pastures and let 
it rest for a month or six weeks it 


would be all the better. With any 
kind of a good season he will have 
good pasture from this on. Two years 
from now the red and mammoth 


clovers will disappear, followed by the 
timothy. The blue grass and alsike 
are likely to stay with him until his 
youngest grandchild is of age if he 








will let them. We would advise, how- 
ever, that every two or three years 


he sow more clover in order to 


get the full benefit of his pasture. 





GRASS FOR SANDY GROUND. 


An Illinois correspondent writes: 

“I would like some information in 
regard to getting grass started on a 
sand hill. I sowed it last fall to rye 
and it has done splendidly. I intend 
to pasture the rye and use for a pas- 
ture in the future. If grass seed was 
sown next month and caught, would 
the tramping by stock hurt it?” 

If the rye is drilled we would wait 
until the frost is out of the ground, 
sow clover, timothy, and blue grass, 
using four pounds mammoth, four 
pounds of common red, eight or ten 
of timothy, and three pounds of blue 
grass. Would sow the grass seeds on 
the surface and then harrow in. This 
will not hurt the rye. Would sow the 
grass afterwards and would then pas- 
ture the rye down. The tramping of 
stock will not hurt the grass but will 
help, especially on this kind of land. 





WANTED, A SORGHUM THAT WILL 
NOT BLOW DOWN. 


A Nebraska reader writes: 

“We are much troubled with the 
early amber sorghum, if seeded with 
grain drill or broadcasted, lodging in 
very heavy, dashing rains. Do you 
know of some variety that would not?” 

On this point we will have to ask 
for the experience of some of our 
readers who grow sorghum in Kansas, 
southern Nebraska, Missouri, and 
southern Illinois. We think there are 
varieties that will stand up better 
than early amber and, therefore, might 
be used where the season is sufficiently 
early to allow them to ripen their 
seed before cutting. We do not know 
enough, however, to advise. Will our 
many practical helpers on the farm 
please help us out in this? 





TEST YOUR SEED CORN. 


We hope our readers who expect to 
grow a big crop of corn next year will 
test their seed corn very soon. Over 
most of the corn country there should 
be no difficulty in having good seed 
corn this year and yet we hear com- 
plaints from some sections. We do 
not think there will be any doubt about 
getting the seed this year and plenty 
of it but on general principles every 
man ought to test his seed corn from 
time to time during the winter months. 
First secure the variety of corn that 
does best in the neighborhood; then 
spend a good deal of time in getting 
the very best samples of that for seed; 
then test it so that you will be dead 
sure that it will grow. You then 
know what you are doing.

The microbes can not be noticed 
without the aid of a microscope, but 
the knots on the roots can. The mi- 
crobe lives in the knots on the roots, 
not on them, and like all other mi- 
crobes requires a powerful microscope 
to detect it. 
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Corn Stover vs. Timothy Hay. 


We are frequently asked at Farmers’ 


Institutes what is the yield per acre of 
corn stover, that is what the farmer 
usually calls corn foder, and which 
when shredded we prefer to call corn 
hay, and what is its relative feeding 
value as compared with timothy. The 
yield of corn stover varies with the 
season, the kind of corn planted, with 
the thickness of planting, and with 
the closeness with which it is cut to 
the ground. 

Prof. J. B. Lindsey of the Massachu- 
setts Experiment Station in an ex- 
haustive article in the Yearbook of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture assumes that an acre of land that 
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selling at from $10 to $12 a ton and ' 
thousands of acres of corn fodder | 
recklessly wasted. There are many 
sections in which the farmers had they | 
cut up their corn, shredded and baled | 
it and shipped it to the cities as feed | 
for horses could have netted a clear 
profit of not less than $5 per acre, or | 
the rent of the land. 

We believe the time will come when | 
this corn hay will be the preferred feed | 
for horses in the cities. The supply of | 
wild hay cannot last much longer. The | 
farmer cannot afford to grow timothy, | 
which is fully as exhausting on tbe | 


land as a corn crop, and allow four- 
fifths of the corn stover, or corn fod- 
der, to be an absolute waste.

will produce two and a fourth tons of 
timothy hay will produce, under the 
same conditions, two tons of stover. 
This is a rather high estimate for the 
yield of hay and of stover also. But 
for the purpose of comparing values, 
which is the main object of this article, 
we may assume that it is correct. 

Corn stover differs but little in feed- 
ing value from timothy hay. It has 
about the same amount of ash and 
wood fiber, a 
the amount of fat, a little less protein, 
and a little more carbohydrates. It is 
not the amount, however, of nutritive 
elements in a food that counts, but the 
digestible. In the whole stover, husks, 
stalks, leaves and all there is sixty- 


two per cent of digestible dry matter | 


as compared with fifty-seven in t.mothy 


hay. Of the fiber of stover, fifty-seven | 


per cent of digestible as compared with 
fifty-two of timothy; of the fat 
stover fifty-two as compared with 
sixty of timothy; of the protein fifty- 
two as compared with forty-eight of 
the timothy; and of the carbohydrates 
sixty-four as compared with sixty- 
three. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the 
fat of timothy hay is more digestible 
than that of stover and the protein or 
albuminoids less. By comparing the 
above, therefore, it will be seen that 
the amount of digestible ingredients 
of one ton of stover is 965 pounds and 
of a ton of timothy hay 968 pounds. 

If, therefore, a field that will grow 
two and a fourth tons of timothy will 
yield two tons of corn stover, the lat- 
ter will contain 1930 pounds of digest- 
ible food, while the acre of hay will 
yield 2111 pounds. It is, therefore, 
safe to say that an acre of corn will, 
in addition to the ears, yield as much 
digestible food as an acre of timothy 
hay. 

This corresponds quite closely with 
our Own observations and experience, 
and brings out in most striking colors 
the enormous losses which the farmers 


of the West stand and especially of | 


central Illinois, western Iowa, and all 
of Nebraska and Kansas; and doing 
it apparently willingly year after year 
by failing to utilize corn stover; in 
other words, failing to harvest their 
corn. 

It is nothing uncommon now to

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had for the cutting, when corn had to 
be cut up|by hand and husked by hand. 
It really was an open question whether 
it paid to cut up fodder. Farmers 
should realize, however, that this con- 
dition of things belongs to the past. 
Corn can now be put in the shock as 

In some | 
locations it will cost a few cents more | 
per acre, in others a few cents less, 
but the statement that it can be put 
in shock as cheap as husked is near 
enough correct for all practical pur- 
poses. 

It will cost from $1.50 to $2 a ton to 
haul this from the field, shred it, and 
put it in good stacks or sheds. The 
farmer, therefore, can get all the hay 
he wants from his corn field at a cost 
of about two dollars per ton. Why 
then should he grow timothy hay, ex- 
cept for sale to the townsmen? There 
has not been a year in our recollec- 
tion in which it would not have paid 
the farmer to harvest his corn, shred 
it, and sell his hay. Except for sale 
in the cities the farmer has no use for 
pure timothy meadows. 

There can be no better balanced ra- 
tion in the way of roughness than 
clover hay and corn stover. The steer 
that willnot do well on a feed of clover 
hay and one of corn stover each day, 
so far as roughness is concerned, will 
not pay for any other kind of feea va 
the farm. 

Is it too much to hope that with this 
clear and accurate statement before 
them our readers will at least make a 
strong effort to stop, so far as they 
are concerned at least, this enormous 
waste of focd value which does so 
much to keep western agriculture from 
taking the position to which the ecli- 
mate and soil of the West entitles it?

The South Carolina and Florida 
phosphate lands supply great quanti- 
ties of the fertilizer known as super- 
phosphate or acid phosphate. This 
phosphate deposit when mined, is usu- 
ally treated with sulphuric acid (oil 
of vitrol) and thus reduced to a sol- 
uble form, by which the phosphoric 
acid it contains becomes available as 
plant food. This treatment about 
doubles the cost to the farmer of the 
raw phosphate. It has not been gen- 
erally considered that untreated phos- 
phate had much if any appreciable 
fertilizing properties. Some _ experi- 
ments, however, made by the Maryland 
Experiment Station, go to show that 
this is not the case, and would seem 
to warrant an entire revolution of fer- 
tilizing practice and reduction of its 
cost. The experiments have been quite 
careful, extending back to 1895. They 
have included the grains and hay. 


Phosphate is not a complete fertil- 
izer. It furnishes only phosphoric acid, 
one of the three principal constitu- 
ents of plant food (nitrogen and potash 
being the others) but it is a very im- 





portant element and growing plants 
take large quantities of it from the 
soil. 

The average total resuits obtained 


show that

by the Maryland experiment 
contrary to general beiiei 
phosphoric acid, that is, phosphates 
which have not been dissolved or 
treated with sulphuric acid, return 
larger yields of straw and grain than 
equal amounts of phosphates which 
have been so dissolved. Untreated 
South Carolina rock gave a larger 
yield than dissolved South Carolina 
rock. Dissolved South Carolina rock 
sells for from $10 to $12 per ton. When 
it is remembered that the raw rock 
costs about one half this, and yet ap- 


parently gives as good or better re- 
sults, the importance of the experi- 
ments is recognized. A _ conclusion 


drawn from the tests indicates that for 
the best results with untreated phos- 
phates, it is desirable to have the soil 
well filled with organic matter, since 
the condition of the soil largely af 
fects the dissolution of the phosphates. 
Of the methods tested by the station, 
the plowing under of clover, gave the 
best results. 

An agricultural report received from 
New South Wales, describes among 
other things, a method of securing a 
perfect fit for a ready-made horse co!- 
lar. “Select a collar of the size and 
form best suited to the horse, let it 
soak in water over night, wipe off the 
surplus water in the morning, put the 
collar on the horse, and by means of 
the hame straps draw it snugly to the 
sides of the neck from the top to the 
bottom; then work the horse moder- 
ately through the day, and the collar 
will be better fitted to the horse and 
to every inequality of his shoulders 
than the best expert in the country 
could do over an inanimater form 
This is the best, the easiest and most 
perfect method of fitting a collar that 
can be recommended. If collars have 
been fitted to horses by this method in 
spring, when they were fat, and they 
have been worked down thin in flesh, 
it will be necessary to soak the collar 
again and re-adjust as before.” 


The North Carolina Experiment Sta- 
tion recommends the following receipt 


for cooking soy beans, which are 
stated to be one of the best muscle 
producing foods grown.

very large: Soak the beans until the 
skin rubs off, and stir until the skins 
rise to the surface. Boil the beans,

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Worms In Sheep. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER. 
Of all the difficulties that lie in the 
shepherd’s way none are so hard 


to overcome as the parasites that in- | 


fest his flock, and were it not for these, 
sheep raising would be the business 
into which everybody would be drift- 
ing as it would offer the pleasant and 
profitable employment that everyone 
seems to be seeking. 

The worst of these parasites are the 
tape worms and the twisted stomach 
worms, because they are more pre- 
valent than the other pests that infest 
the sheep. There are two varities of 
tape worms. The “fringed tape worm” 
and the “broad tape worm.” It is said 
that the fringed tape worm causes the 
greatest loss of any intestimal parasite 
in this country, in the young stage 
causing but little damage, but as they 
grow older they attach themselves to 
the inside of the small intestines and 
thus derange healthy digestion, the 
the food cannot be properly assimilated, 
the system becomes impoverished and 
the animals die almost literally from 
starvation although well fed. The in- 
testine is sometimes found to contain 
as many as a hundred specimens and 
the gall ducts are frequently distended 
by the worms which literally pack 
them. 

The broad tape worm was first in- 
troduced into this country from 
Europe along with imported sheep. 
The adult worm of this species is about 
five yards in length, grows rapidly 
and sometimes measures three yards 
in lambs not four months old. The 
animal becomes poor, grows rapidly 
weak, the fleece becoming dry and the 
animal displays a great desire to be 
continually drinking. 

Tha presence of the worm can be de- 
tected by the finding of white segments 
which are voided by the sheep and 
cling to the moist excrement. The 
animal thus infested can be treated 
with much better result that those suf- 
fering from the ravages of the fringed 
variety as it is never found wedged in 
the gall ducts but is generally found 
in the intestines from which it can be 
removed by proper treatment, which 
consists in withholding all feed from 
the animal for at least twenty-four 
hours, after which they should be 
given a light feed of ground feed with 
which is mixed a good worm powder, 
the next they should be given a mix- 
ture of turpentine and linseed oil in 
the proportion of one part of turpen- 
tine to ten parts of linseed oil to serve 
as a purgative. 

The stomach worm, however, is the 
One that every shepherd is acquainted 
with and is the much dreaded foe of 
young lambs. 

These worms are of a reddish color 
from one to one and one-half inches 
in length and present in large numb- 
ers in the stomach somewhat resemb- 
ling masses of threads. This worm 
causes little trouble to old sheep, but 
is fatal to young lambs although not 
hard to cure if taken in time. The 
symptoms are weakness, aggravated 
diarrhea, thirst, paleness of the eyes, 
and loss of appetite. 

As to treatment we have found the 
gasoline method so often described in 
these columns to be very satisfactory 
if properly given. 

The disease known as staggers is al- 
so caused by the presence of a para- 
site in the spinal column or brain and 
almost always proves fatal, there be- 
ing no remedy for this disease save in 
prevention. The disease is scattered 
by dogs or wolves and the eggs taken 
into the stomach with food or drink, 
where they quickly haich and make 
their way through the wal!s of the 
stomach and into the circuiactcry sys- 
tem where they are carried all ov«r 
the body, those reaching the brain 
causing the disease and consequent 
death of the animal. 

The intestinal round worms are also 
a source of trouble to the flock-master, 
the symptoms being a kind of general 
debility the trouble is often mistaken 
for something else. All the round 
worms are imported and there are at 
least a half dozen varieties now in this 
country. As the weaker sheep and 
lambs are usually attacked there is 
little to be done in the way of doctor- 
ing the animal infected with intestinal 
round worms, but prevention in this 
case is an easy matter and about the 
only cure. 

The nodular disease of the intestines 
is comparatively new discase in this 
section and is 2 very fatal one where 
it gains a hold. This is another dis- 
ease caused by the presence of a worm 
in the intestines. If prompt action is 





taken they may be destroyed before | 
they have worked through the walls 
of the stomach, but after the tumors 
have commenced forming on the walls 
of the intestines there is no hope for 
the animal. i 

The tumors increase in size inflam- 
mation sets in and the sheep dies in 
great agony. 

In all these cases an ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure and 
any shepherd who wants to keep 
clear of these pests must take some 
precaution against the time of need 
and the use of some™ good worm 
powder mixed with the salt or food is 
about all that is necessary if begun in 
time.

Sorghum for Seed. 
To Watiaces’ Farmer. 


When growing sorghum for seed I 
prefer clean ground the year auter 
breaking. For planting I use a 
corn planter for which I made 
plates from the bottom and lid 
of a cigar box, making the seed holes 
first with a gimlet and then burning 
them out with a red hot spike to make 
them smooth so the seed would pass 
through freely. These holes were 
made about a fourth inch in diameter, 
six holes to the plate. This made the 
hills about fifteen inches apart and 
each hole will drop from one to four 
seeds. I use good seed and always 
have a good stand. In this way it 
can be planted as quickly and easily 
as corn. 

Two or three days after planting 1 
use the harrow. After it is up four 
or five inches the cultivator can be 
used. If some is covered up it will 
not matter as there will be enough 
left. Keep the weeds out while small. 
When ripe, I cut off about a foot of 
the stalk with the head and hang in 
a dry place until wanted for seed. If 
wooden plates cannot be used in some 
planters on account of too much fric- 
tion, I .would suggest that you go to 
a foundry and have a pair cast with 
the desired size hole. This is not a 
full account of raising seed, but only 
some suggestions to save, if possible, 
the recommended bending of the back, 
and the time which is generally at a 
premium about that season.

The Seed Corn Question. 


To. WALLACEsS' FARMER. 

The seed corn question is to me, as 
it has been for thirty years, one of 
great interest, and I hope you will 
keep up the agitation until corn plant- 
ing season. I have just ordered a sack 
of seed corn from the Nishna valiey 
which I think the best corn land in 
the world. I should have ordered more 
but three years ago I bought five bu. 
and it is too good a variety to lay aside 
until a better is assured. I have just 
shelled a half bushel, thirty-five ears, 
and the corn weighed twenty-nine 
pounds and the cobs six. This year, 
however, our corn blew down badly in 
roasting ear and it did not grow any 
larger nor longer afterwards. The 
ears are not so large as other years, 
hardly any over ten inches long nor 
are they filled out well, but it made 
sixty bu. I want an ear to taper just 
as little as possible. 

Last spring I tested our seed three 
times, taking one grain from each of 
a hundred ears. In one test ninety- 
nine grains grew and each of the 
other times every grain grew. I shall 
test a grain from every ear of the seed 
ordered this year and will plant 
nothing but what will grow. I be- 
lieve there is a difference of ten bu. 
per acre between good and poor seed. 

I have always taken a row of grains 
off the butt and a half inch of the tip 
and I cannot see but that it fills out 
as well as when the whole ear is 
planted. I believe seed procured a 
hundred and fifty miles east or west 
is all right, but I don’t favor going 
very far north or south. I wish every 
farmer in our good state took Wal- 
laces’ Farmer and read it.

That Crop of Weeds. 


To WALLACEs’ FARMER. 


Some weeks ago you asked your 
readers, “What will we do next spring 
with the big crop of weed seed on the 
ground to be put in oats?” As I have 
seen no communication on the subject 
since you asked the question, I will 
tell how we do it in central Illinois. 

Here the only kind of weeds the 
farmers need to dread is smart weed. 
Foxtail and other weeds don’t grow 
rank enough to get ahead of the oats. 
On land that is foul with weed seed, 
especially if it is smart weed, sow a 
full stand of oats, say three bushels 
and a peck per acre. Let the oats lay 
on the ground three to five days be- 
fore working them in. This will give 
the oats a chance to absorb moisture 
and swell while the weeds are sprout- 
ing and coming up. Now work the 
ground two or three inches deep with 
a disk, but be sure to stir every bit 
of surface to that depth. Then har- 
row and cross-harrow, and if you have 
time harrow again. Most farmers use 
the harrow too sparingly. 

You will thus destroy the weeds that 
are up or sprouted while you are cover- 
ing the oats to a proper and uniform 
depth, and at the same time giving 
them a perfect seed bed, which is so 
essential for a crop of any kind. Be- 
sides you are making a dust mulch 
to hold the moisture in case of a dry 
spell. 

The sun will soon warm the ground, 
and the oats, which were at the point 
of sprouting when you worked them 
in, will come up in a few days and 
will: grow fast right along. By the 
time the weed seeds which were not 
destroyed by the opération above men- 
tioned have sprouted and come up the 
oats will be big enough to look down 
on them and laugh. They will keep 
this up till harvest time, and in thrash-

Corn Fever. 


To WALLACEs’ FARMER. 

The corn fever which your editor 
contracted while at an Illinois farm- 
ers institute seems to be very contag- 
ious. Already it has spread till many 
have it in lowa, Missouri, and as far 
west as Nebraska. I hope that it may 
still spread till the whole corn grow- 
ing population will become so thoro- 
ughly inoculated and enthused that 
each one will go to work to do his 
level best. It seems evident that we 
as corn growers have not kept pace 
with other improvements all about us. 
Many wonder why we should be so 
interested in the growing of such a 
common article as corn. There seems 
to be a general belief among people 
in the rural districts, that everybody 
knows how to raise corn. Ihe thought- 
ful observer, the man who has given 
the subject years of thought and study 
knows the above conclusions are great- 
ly at fault. I will admit that anyone 
who can plow and plant can with a 
favorable season raise some corn, but 
whether it will be a paying crop is a 
very different question. In starting 
out to make a success of corn growing 
I would first of all attend to the drain- 
age. Water standing a short time on 
growing corn in hot weather usually 
ruins it. Good farming is thrown away 
on wet land. It is too much a matter 
matter of luck. First attend to the 
drainage, then to getting available 
plant food enough in the soil to bring 
as large a crop as can be grown. Any- 
thing less than this would not, be doing 
our best. I do not believe there is 
any better preparation for corn than 
a thoroughly worked field which had 
grown a heavy clover sod the year be- 
fore. 

I believe that as a rule, one or two 
dollars worth more labor per acre 
judiciously expended in extra work on 
corn ground in preparing it better 
would pay the farmer a larger per cent 
of profit than what he had already 
done. 

Drain your land, then work it as 
much again as is commonly done and 
do it understandingly and you are on 
the road to getting plenty of available 
plant food for a maximum crop. I 
want my land just about as fine and 
firm as I can make it before planting 
corn and pay little attention to the 
number of times it is harrowed, but 
just keep’a going until it is right, 
feeling guite certain of good pay. In 
the past — have directed my attention 
to the preparation of the seed bed and 
the cultivation of the crop. After 
reading your advise to Mr. J. O. Fenel 
and others I applied your test to the 
seed I have selected for next years 
planting. I find most ears are longer 
than your standard requires, but are 
not so large around and only contain 
from twelve to eighteen rows. Any- 
one who can supply seed corn up to 
the Editor’s standard had better insert 
an ad in Wallaces’ Farmer.

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The Management of Corn Stalks. 

One of the questions upon which 
farmers will never be agreed is to how 
to manage the corn stalks or corn 
stubble. This disagreement often 
grows out of differences of soil and 
climate. The farmer in sections where 
there is abundant moisture is anxious 
to retain all the fertility there may 
be in these corn stalks. The farmer 
in the drier sections of the country, 
say in the Missouri valley, or in ovner 
words ail western Missouri and lowa 
and the states of Kansas and Ne- 
braska, is apt to think there is not 
much tertility in these stalks; and if 
be has studied the matter somewhat 
carefully, suspects that if plowed un- 
der they interfere with the suppiy of 
water from below; or it left on top 
of the ground are apt to interfere with 
lhe Management Of smail grain sown 
in corn stalks. 

For our part we do not believe the 
amount of fertility in corn stalks is 
worth talking about. All they can do 
is to furnish a supply of humus, no 
inconsiderable matter we admit where 
corn growing is the main business of 
the farmer and the suppiy of humus 
is decreasing by constant corn grow- 
ing. This we do believe; that in the 
corn growing sections of Illinois and 
eastern Iowa they do more harm than 
good by furnishing convenient winter 
quarter for insects such:as chinch bugs, 
army worms, etc. 

In the Missouri valley, these stalks 
if turned under even after cutting are 
an element of danger because they 
then interfere with the movement of 
water in the soil, a most important 
matter in these sections. If turned 
under without cutting, they interfere 
with surface cultivation. They furnish 
no particular element of fertility to 
the soil and none whatever till they 


have entirely decomposed, which is 
never the first year. 
We honestly believe that the best 


thing to do with corn stalks in all 
sections is to break them, rake them 
in windrows, and burn them. The 


potash and phophoric acid then remain 
in the soil and are distributed reason- 
ably well in the working of the corn. 
Then there is no interferehce with the 
various surface cultivators. The car- 
bon in corn stalks comes from the air 
anyhow and if other conditions are 
right is naturally restored from that 
great store house of carbon. 

Possibly our readers will not agree 
With us in this, but we have been 
studying the matter for twenty years 
and this is our deliberate conclusion. 
there is a time coming when this 
problem will not vex us. The great 
waste of forage going on will be stop- 
ped in time by utilizing it for silage 
and corn stover; and when fed to cat- 
tle the elements of fertility will be re- 


turned to the land under the most 
favorable conditions. If we insist on 
wasting two-fifths of our corn by 


husking it on the stalk and letting the 
cattle freeze themselves in attempting 
to live on matter which has not the 
elements of life in it, why not let the 
tail go with the hide and make a 
whole burnt offering of this neglected 
feed and with it the various species 
of noxious insects which find in it safe 
and convenient winter quarters. 





The All Root Weed. 


A correspondent from Buena Vista 


- county, Iowa, writes us as follows: 


“IT inclose you a sample of a per- 
nicious weed which is spreading out in 
this locality. Please describe it in the 
next issue of the Farmer. It is hard 
to exterminate. How would you go at 
it? As it spreads from the roots and 
shoots sprouts from every joint it 
spreads rapidly.” 

Our correspondent has not sent us a 
complete sample, but we are, neverthe- 
less, able to identify it. Its botanical 
name is polygonum emersum, and it 
is akin to the smart weed. We a few 
acres of it on our farm and have given 
it the name of “all root,” which is 
the best name we have ever heard for 
the weed. Fortunately it grows only 
in rich bottom land, inclined to be 
wet, and hence will not trouble on the 
rolling corn lands, except possible in 
undrained sloughs. 

It does not often bloom, though in 
favorable seasons it does, and the 
bloom resembles the smart weed, which 
farmers know as blackheart. It is the 
worst weed we have ever tackled. 
Canada thistle is not to be mentioned 
in the same day. The same remedy will, 












however, have to be applied, the only 
remedy, in fact, possible for any weed 
that stores up starch in its roots; 
namely, the exclusion of the leaf from 
the atmosphere. 

Cultivating the corn only cultivates 
the weed. The same may be said of 
oats, or any kind of grain. We have 
tried it with Mammoth clover, and 
while this weakens it, it does not de- 
stroy it. We don’t know any way ex- 
cept first drain the land, then mow 1n 
August and fallow, and keep stirring 
the ground until the roots have been 
killed by starvation. This may ap- 
ply on some farms, on others it will 
not, but rest assured that the only 
way of dealing with these plants is to 
keep the leaves from obtaining carbon 
dioxide, or, in short, carbon from the 
air. If they can’t get carbon they 
can’t store up starch in the roots, and 
the roots must then perforce die. 

The same general principles must be 
kept in view in ridding land of Canada 
thistles, morning glories, iron weeds, 
and every other plant which stores up 
starch in its roots and will survive a 
winter. 





The Coming Shows. 

At a special meeting of the execu- 
tive committee of the American Short- 
horn Breeders’ Association last week 
at Kansas City, the initial steps on the 
part of the breed organization were 
taken to provide for three special 
shows this year, one to be held at 
Chicago, one at Kansas City, and one 
at Minneapolis. The Short-horn com- 
mittee voted to join with the Hereford, 
Angus, and Galloway people in a joint 
show and sale at each of the points 
named, and provided for an appropria- 
tion of $4,000 each for Kansas City and 
Chicago and $2,000 for Minneapolis, to 
given as special premiums, on condi- 
tion that a like sum be contributed by 
the management of the show at each 
city. A combination sale will be held 
at each place, the number being limit- 
ed to eighty head each at Chicago and 
Kansas City and fifty head at Minne- 
apolis. The committee further provid- 
ed that not more than 15 per cent of 
the sale cattle should be bulls. 

With regard to the special premiums 
at state fairs, it was decided that the 
cash premiums offered by the associa- 
tions should be divided in such a way 
that the local breeders of each state 
should receive at least half of the 
sum offered. We are very glad that 
the committee took this action, and we 
trust that the special premiums offered 
by the different state fairs will be 
more liberal than ever before. When 
it comes down to practical education- 
al value, the breed exhibit at the aver- 
age state fair does more good in edu- 
cating people who need te be educated 
than all the special breed shows com- 
bined. 

The executive committee also de- 
termined that the work in the secre- 
tary’s office should be pushed vigor- 
ously and the back work got out of 
the way. This was provided for by 
deciding to put on a night force until 
the work is done. The pedigrees are 
coming in as fast as last year, and 
this movement is a good one for all 
concerned. 





Professor Budd says that the mild 
winter has not as yet injured the fruit 
trees as the weather in Iowa has not 
been warm enough to start the buds 
or circulation of sap to any extent. 
Farther south the damage may be 
serious if there is much severe cold 
this month. He adds, however, that 
the late moist and hot autumn was 
not favorable for proper ripening of 
the roots and we have much to fear 
from root killing in Iowa.

“Replying to your request for information 
relative to the lands of the Kiowa, Coman 
ehe and Apache reservation in Oklahoma, 
you are advised that under the provisions 
of the act of June 6, 1900, (31 Stats., 672). 
the surplus lands (about 2,000,000 acres) of 
sald reservation will be opened for settle 
ment, after allotments have been made to 
the Indians thereon, uider the provisions 
of the general homestead and town site 
laws of the United States, by proclama 
tion of the president, which, when issued, 
will fix the date of the opening. In addi 
tlon to the usual fees each entryman is 
required by said act to pay the sum of 
$1.25 per acre for the lands entered by him 


at the time of making final proof. The 
rights of honorably discharged union sol 
dilers and sailors of the late civil war, un- 
der sections 2304 and w2305, KR. S., are not 
abridged, but do not apply to these lands 
before they are subject to location and 
entry. 


“By the terms of the act of January 4, 
1901, the time within which the allotments 
may be made and the surplus lands opened 
te settlement was extended to August 6, 
101. It is not yet known what rules, other 
than the general provisions of the home- 
stead and town site laws, will be adopted 
to govern the opening and disposal of these 
lands; and no specific information on this 
question can be given at present. All in- 
quiries regarding the disposal of said lands 
under the homestead and town site laws 
should be addressed to “The Commissioner 
of the General Land Office.’ 

“In order to fulfill the obligations of the 
United States it is necessary that those 
lands be maintained in a state of strict 
reserve, and no outsider can be permitted 
within the reservation until the date of 
peblic opening. The United States Indian 
agent has power to remove all trespassers 
from the reservation, and instructions have 
been issued for the prosecution under sec 
tion 2148, RK. S., of all persons Hlegally re 
turning thereto. 

“As frequent inquiries are made respect 
ing the lands of the Wichita reservation in 
Oklahoma, I have to say that no portion of 
sald reservation is to be opened in connec 
tion with or at the time of the opening of 
the surplus lands of the Kiowa, Comanche 
aud Apache reservation; and none of the 
lands In Indian territory (Cherokee, Creek, 
Seminole, Choctaw and Chickasaw) are to 
the public land laws.” 





The statistics of the Union Stock Yards 
at Chieago for the last thirty-five years 
show some Interesting figures. The largest 
receipts of cattle in one year was in 1892; 
the largest for one month being September 
of that year, and the largest for one day 
being April 1892, “when 32,677 cattle 
were on the market. The year 1808 leads 
in receipts of hogs as well as horses, while 
1890 leads in sheep receipts. During the 
thirty-five years over 62 million cattle have 
been received at the years; almost 194 mil- 
lion hogs; over 48 million sheep and one 
and a half million horses. The largest 
day's receipts of cattle at Kansas City was 
October 9, 1900, when the number reached 
“1,615. 26.408 hogs July 30, 1890, is the 
high water mark. The year 1900 witnessed 
the greatest receipts of cattle, the number 
reaching 1,969,718, not including calves. 
108.308 horses and mules were received 
during the year 1). Kans City leading 
@hieago that year. The receipts of cattle 
jt South Omaha during the year 1900 were 
828,204; of hogs ~.200,926; of sheep 1,276,775 
(lending Kansas City and being about one- 
third of the Chicago recelpts); and of 
horses and mules 59,645. The total re 
celpts of cattle at the four principal mar- 
kets, Chicago, Kansas City, Omaha and 
East St. Louls, shows an increase of 277,312 
as compared with 1899, an Increase of 
hogs amounting to 41,748, and a decrease 
of 20.121 sheep

The supreme court of Lowa has handed 
down a decision to the effect that the law 
requiring railroad engineers to ring the 
bell and blow the whistle at farm road 
crossings must be observed to give warning 
to animals as well as to human beings. 
William Graybill, a farmer, sued the Mi!- 
waukee road for damages for eattle killed 
by the train at a crossing. It seems that 
the engineer of the train did not give the 
signals of warning as required by law. 
Judge Sherwin, who wrote the opinion, 
said: “A failure to give these statutory 
signals when approaching a crossing makes 
rallway com atlas absolutely Hable for all 
damages which shall be sustained by such 
neglect, such failure also being a misde- 
meanor."’ The judge goes on to say that 
animals have common sense and are quick 
ly attracted by any unusual nolse, though 
at some distance, and the approach of an 
unfamiliar object ordinarily holds the at 
tention and arouses the instinct of fear 
and self-preservation which all animal na 
ture possesses

The supreme court of Iowa has handed 
down a decision of interest to stock feeders. 
Jas. Lk. Jewell of Buchanan county protest- 
ed against being assessed on the actual 
number of sheep he had on hand January 1, 
1898, claiming that the number upon which 
he should be assessed should be the aver- 
age he had on hand during the year. His 
ground for this was that merchants are as- 
upon the average value of their 
stocks during the year. The supreme court 
held that there is a difference between the 
stock feeder and the merchant. The latter 
buys goods and sells them in the same form 
in which he bought them. The feeder buys 
stock and feeds it his graitt' and then sells. 
The court held that the farmer and feeder 
should pay taxes on the actual stock owned 
January 1 of each year. 

One farmer, at least, bas successfully 
bid defiance to & railroad. Many years 
ago the €hicago, & Southeastern railroad 
built .a Hne across the far of Wesley 
Grantham, enar Crawfordsville, Ind. In 
184 the courts issued a writ of ejectment, 
but the matter dragged along unul a couple 
of weeks ago Mr. Grantham decided to 
enforce the writ himself, and tore up and 
carted away the track, effectually putting 
a stop to all traffic. He rallied a force 
of neighbors who, with guns in hand, stood 
off the railroad employes who attempted 
to replace the railroad track. The railroad 
appealed to the court for aid but was in- 
formed that it had had seven years in 
which to make its peace with the farmer, 
and as it had trespassed upon his property 
during that time, it would, in effect, have 
to take its medicine. 

J. H. VPiekdell, secretary of the American 
Short-horn Breeders’ association, writes: 
“At their last annual meeting the board of 
directors raised the price for pedigrees of 
unported animals that were sent after the 
first of January, 1901, to $100, and they re- 


sessed 


duced the fee for recording animals over 
four years of age from $25 to $10. These 


were the most important changes that were 
made. It was argued that we frequently 
get very poor cattle trom England, which 
brought a good price here because they had 
“Imp.”’ before the name.

Horticultural Questions. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

An Iowa subscriber writes: 

“Will it do to spray fruit trees 
when one has bees? I want to raise 
good fruit and we keep bees. We have 
never tried it, but would like to know. 
We have been visited lately by a halt 
dozen nursery agents, some local and 
others from a distance, but we have 
been bitten once and we are airaid to 
try any of them. Some promise whole 
root graft, some budded, ete. One 
claimed there is no such thing as 
whole root graft. Will you please ex- 
plain the difference? What is the best 
age for planting apple, pear and plum 
trees?” 

It is never best to spray fruit trees 
when in blossom. Aside from injury 
to bees the sprays would injure the 


delicate tissue of the blossoms. As 
the years go on, spraying when the 
trees are dormant is gaining favor, 


With the after spraying when the fruit 
is tully tormed. It is safest tor the 
beginner in this good work to order 
Lodeman’s Spraying of Plants. It 
only costs one dollar and by turning 
to the full index you find at any time 
just what you need. 

It is safest to buy trees at the near- 
est nursery. If you cannot visit the 
nusery, send for a catalogue, and 
order by mail. Our Iowa nurseries, 
so far as 1 know, all grow apple trees 
by the piece root plan. That is, they 
use a short root and long scion. Trees 
grown in this way root from the scion 
in orchard if not in nursery, or if they 
do not the tender root is not so near 
the surface. The use of the whole 
root is not .afe as the _ seed- 
lings are tender. It is about the same 
as budded apple trees. The tender 
roots are too near the surface. 

In Michigan and even in California 
the two-year-old tree is now regarded 
as better and safer than the three or 
tour-year-old one. The thrifty young 
tree is more excitable and full of life, 
and in digging we can secure a larger 
proportion of the fibrous roots.

A reader from Van Buren county 
writes as follows: 

“I have been thinking of spraying 
plums with copper sulphate before the 
buds open and with Bordeau after 
the blossom falls to prevent rot. Have 
you seen any remedies tried for plum 
rot? Since two years ago some of my 
grapes nave been troubled with what 
I call bird’s-eye rot. It will start on 
the fruit in small specks while the 
fruit is yet green and eventually rot 
all the fruit attacked. Will Bordeau 
check it if used before buds burst and 
after fruit sets? If not what will stop 
it? ((8) What can you tell me about 
the Tatge plum, and can you recom- 
mend it? (4) Several parties have 
been through here selling budded (7?) 
apple and peach trees budded on crab 
roots. They represented the Retus 
concern of Troy, Ohio. There ought 
to be a law making it a felony to sell 
nursery stock through misrepresenta- 
tions, and also one to compel dealers 
to advertise themselves as such or pay 
a fine that would advertise them in 
at least one paper in every county in 
the state. I understand that this 
same company was operating in Dallas 
and Guthrie counties a few years ago, 
selling peach trees grafted on Lom- 
bardy roots. (5) How can I get my 
name on the mailing list of the Agri- 
cultural College so I will get all the 
bulletins issued? Also do they pub- 
lish a catalogue of fruits propagated 
there?” 

It helps materially to lessen damage 
by plum rot to pick off and burn the 
rotted plums that dry and hang to the 
fruit spurs. If this is done year after 
year little damage will be done. But 
spraying also helps. This should be 
done mainly before the buds swell in 








the spring in order to destroy the 
spores left, using one pound of copper 
sulphate totwenty-five gallons of water. 
When the buds are beginning to swell, 
spray with Bordeau mixture. Spray 
still again when the fruit is about 
full size with one ounce of ammonical 
carbonate of copper to twelve gallons 


of water. But clean picking of the 
dried specimens and the dormant 


_ Spraying will answer in most cases. 


As a rule the loss from grape rot 
in the West is small. Our dry interior 
air is not favorable for it if clean cul- 
ture is given. As with the plum, the 
spores live on the canes over winter. 
Hence the spraying should be on the 
dormant canes. But if sulphuric acid 
and sulphate of iron are used the ap- 
plication is made usually with a swab 
which turns the canes black. The 
work can be readily and effectively 
done. The Bordeau mixture does not 
aect this fungus faterially. 

We have known the Tatge plum 
twenty or more years. The Communia 
has proven far more profitable. The 
fruit of the two is nearly identical 
but the Communia is hardier and a 
more regular bearer and not so liable 
to rot. 

If we had apple stocks as hardy as 
seedlings of our native plums there 
would be no objection to budded apple 
trees. But apple seedlings from com- 
mercial seeds are tender. Even the 
Duchess on tender roots will be root 
killed. It is to the credit of the state 
that our Iowa nurserymen have not 
endorsed the budded apple trees, the 
whole root trees, nor such heresies as 
budding peach on poplar.

Windbreaks. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

A Fayette county, lowa subscriber 
writes for advice in setting out a 
Windbreak and some fruit and orna- 
mental trees the coming spring. 

If room permits our experience 
favors planting iron-clad fruit trees 
tor windbreak, such as the best native 
plums, Bessarabian and spate Moreiio 
cherries, and Duchess, Wealthy, and 
Hibernal apples. Outside, on the north 
and west, to arrest snow and low wind- 
Sweep, a hedge of Amur Barberry may 
be planted. Experience has demon- 
strated that low windbreaks are quite 
as effective as taller ones. On tne 
grounds of C. F. Gardner, at Osage, an 
Amur Barberry hedge twelve feet in 
height may be seen so _ thick that 
poultry can scarcely get under or 
through it. As to fruit orchard, I 
would plant the varieties in Fayette 
county recommended ‘by the Minnesota 
Horticultural Society. Of apples, this 
list is Duchess, Hibernal, Charlamoft, 


Patten’s Greening, Wealthy, Long- 
field, Tetofsky, and Malinda. Those 
very promising for trial are, in part, 


Repka Malenka, Anisim, Yellow Sweet, 
Cross, and Blushed Calville. Of orna- 
mental trees I would plant Cut-leaved 
Birch, Acer Ginnala, American Moun- 
tain Ash, Wild Olive, and Tree Lilac. 

Of evergreens, Silver Spruce (Picea 

pungens), Black Hills Spruce, Colorado 
Fir, and Black Hills Pine. Of shrubs, 
Spiraea Van Houttii, Mock Orange, 
Dwarf Caragana, Bush Honeysuckle 
(Lonicera splendens), Hardy Hydran- 
gea, Lilac, and Snowball. For climb- 


ers, Virgina Creeper, Amur Bitter 
Sweet, and Honysuckle (Lonicera 
Media). If this list is followed, on 


dry ground, with quite deep planting 

to protect tender roots on which the 

apple and cherry are grafted, the plant- 

er can be certain that they will bid de- 

fiance to summer’s heat and winter’s 

cold.

Contributions on subjects connected with swine 
management are cordially invited. 
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That “Hog Paradise,” 
To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

To the inquiries for more details re- 
garding that “hog paradise,”I must re- 
ply I can add little to what is said on 
page 82, of the Farmer of January 
18th. While some general directions 
may be applicable over a wide range 
of territory, many minor details must 
be worked out by each farmer to fit 
his individual case and locality. 

The conception and gradual evolu- 
tion of that hog paradise depended 
largely upon “chance” and ‘favorable 
circumstances.” The “chance” factor 
was the growing of some volunteer 
corn in cowpea rows the previous year 





which, from a natural curiosity to 
note results, were let stand. Vines 
from adjoining cowpeas’ twining 
around cornstalks and producing nu- 
merous fine pods, suggested this. 
Early cowpeas and corn may be 
planted and grown together; both 


right at the same time for soiling, 
silo, or to cut and put in shock, thus 
growing two crops as cheaply as ove 
and that will balance each other as a 
food ration; each probably producing 
more forage of its kind than could be 
grown from any other similar crop in 
so short a time. Not having a silo, 
a patch of sweet corn and cowpeas 
were planted for soiling and fed to 


milch cows and sows suckling pigs. 
with good results. The manager of 


farm writes me that he 
expects to fill two 300-ton silos with 
that kind of a combination. He has 
grown both soys and cowpeas, under- 
stands their habits and cultural needs, 
hence i_ on safe ground. The novice 
should not undertake such a big job. 
Enthusiasm built on imagination 
alone, is a prolific source of failures. 

The “hog paradise” of three acres 
adjoined the barn, was heavily ma- 
pured during fall and winter from 
stables. (Unless you have rich ground 
to grow the necessary stuff in abund- 
ance, hogs may not realize they are 
in paradise, but that the name is a 
misnomer.) This lot was well prepared 
and planted the last of May, to accom- 
modate the cowpeas in this latitude- 
same as Des Moines. Seeds were 
mixed and checked with corn planter 
same depth as corn is usually planted, 
and was cultivated with weeder and 
corn plows. July 3d, while debating 
how best to give last cultivation, the 
“favorable circumstance” factors of 
ground in good condition, having a 


one-horse five-hoe grain drill (used to 
drill wheat in standing corn) and a 
few pounds of rape seed and some 


refuse cowpea-and soy bean seed on 
hand, caused me to conceive the last 
act resulting in the complete evolution 
of that “hog paradise.” Now, the fact 
is, I hadn’t much faith in this last act, 
and had it not been for the “favorable 
circumstances” just mentioned, would 
not have been performed. For, though 
knowing that sowing cowpeas in corn 
at last working was practiced in the 
South, both for forage and fertilizer; 
.es, I thought the seasons too short up 
here. The season was favorable and 
the growing of such a variety of crops 
on such a grand scale suggested the 
appropriateness of the name —eading 
this article. The vines of cowpeas 
planted with corn, podded fairly well, 
about half climbing corn stalk, rest 
trailing on ground. (Too much shade 
for best seed development.) Of the 
July 3d planting, soys made an aver 
age growth of about two feet, and 
cowpeas were a tangled mass of vines 
several feet in length; but neither 
developed many _ pods. Hogs were 
turned in about the middle of Septem- 
ber. I think the and cowpeas 
of last planting were equivalent to the 
same area of good clover pasture, plus 
the peas and beans, many of which 
had rearly reached fuil development. 

The rape on some low ground made 
a surprising growth, but on higher 
ground did not do well. I think, with 
Mr. Wallace, that this season of the 
year is out of season for rape, hence 
success will depend much upon the 
rainfall, while the hot weather and 
drouth resisting soys and cowpeas 
if sufficient moisture to start them 
will be in their natural elements. 

I hope those trying the experiment 
will report next winter, whether a 
success or failure, and that those hav- 
ing scales will find out what an acre 
of “paradise” is worth.

WALLACES’ FARMER. 


Care of the Sow and Litter. 

The following paper was read by T. B. 
Hart before the Illinois Swine Breeders’ 
Association at Taylorville: 

The scope of this paper cannot be ex- 
pected to exhaust the details of my sub- 
ject. Therefore I shall only merely touch 
upon the principal factors necessary for the 
successful care of the sow and litter from 
furrow to six months of age. 

Upon visiting several of the most promi- 
nent herds of the country whose proprie- 
ters have become noted for their skill and 
good judgment, the writer has observed 
that each and all of them have achieved 
their success by practically the same route; 
first by contining their breeding operations 
to good blood and careful management, and 
secondly by associating sound business 
principles with their breeding and feeding 
vperations. The writer has observed, too, 
that the old veteran breeders whose names 
go down in history as the founders and 
improvers of the breeds are not the men to 
be carried away by fads and fancies. 
Neither do they rely wholly on the high 
prices of their animals to establish their 
popularity. The superiority of their ant- 
mals must be proven. We would conclude, 
then, that for the successful handling of 
the sow and litter from farrowing time to 
six months of age that it is absolutely 
that certain provisions be made 
prior to that eventful day. It is of great- 
est consequence that the sow be fed in a 
manner to put her in the best possible con- 
dition before farrowing, in order to main- 
tuin the health and vigor of the sow and 
litter after farrow. ‘The feed before far- 
rcwing should be about the same as after 
furrow, except with old sows it should not 
be so liberal. The most important factors 
to be considered are shelter, proper feed, 
cleanliness and exercise, good blood, pure 
water and proper matings. Good shelter 
is necessary for obvious reasons; not neces- 
sarily expensive buildings, but the shelter 
must be warm and dry. Cold draughts must 
positively be avoided, as pigs and young 
hegs are perhaps more susceptible to colds 
und pneumonia than any other animal. Cold 
draughts will produce these aftHictions sooner 
thun you know, and when the pigs once 
contract the disease they are only a little 
way from the grave. The shelter having 
been provided and taking for granted that 
the sow is in good, strong condition, neither 
poor nor laden with fat, it is now neces- 
sary to look after the new arrivals and get 
them properly started on the road to 
market and crowd them along. It is con- 
ceded by experienced breeders that for the 
tirst three days of the pig's life it's dam 
should be fed very moderately on thin slop. 
Hleavy feeding at this stage will produce 
au greater flow of milk than the little fei- 
lows can consume, leaving the ——— to 
fever and curd in the udder, which in turn 
will prove disastrous to the life of the pig. 
The feeding of the sows ‘swill while the 
pigs are young will also produce evil re- 
usually causing dysentery, and when 
this trouble once assumes aggravated form 
it is most sure to claim some “of the best of 
the litter as shining marks. It is probable 
that more pigs are lost by improper feed- 
ing of the ion during the first week of the 
pigs’ life than from any other cause. About 

week will be required to bring the sow 
up to full feed and then rush the whole 
fi.mily along till weaning time. It has been 
our practice to allow the pigs to run and 
feed with their dams till about ten weeks 
old, at which age they will same ve have 
weaned themselves. At this period a sep- 
arate pen should be provided, in which to 
slop and feed the shoats, ‘‘leaving the old 
sows to weep and wail on the outside.’’ <A 
couple of ears of corn would be good for 
the old sow, but if it is intended to keep 
her over for another litter her principal 
feed should be grass. It has been my prac- 
tice to clean out the sleeping apartments 
oftener if the

sults, 


at least once a week and 
bedding becomes damp or soiled. Damp 
bedding is about as disastrous to the thrift 


of the pig as cold draughts. We have also 

inude it a business to rake the cobs into a 
heap once a week and burn them till they 
are in a bed of coals, then drown the fire 
out and sprinkle some salt on the charred 
muss. The hogs will eat great quantities 
ot these, which will serve as a good ap 
petizer and conditioner of the digestive 
tract 

A good fill of slop once a day made of 
shipstuff and bran, with a little oil cake 
added, a liberal feed of corn night and 
morning on a board floor or clean, dry 
yiound, access to pure water and the range 
of a good pasture for variety of feed and 
exercise will fill the bill for a balanced 
ration. 

This formula, of course, applies to sum 
mer conditions, but may be approximated 
in the winter care of swine by a little fore 
thought. 3ut no matter how fine the feed 
or how expert the care, the razor back or 
serub can never be fed to produce the 
model hog 

As the final success of the litter in the 

ile or show ring is the principal inspira 
tion for the extra care of the litter, good 
blood becomes a paramount factor. Good 
form and quality are always at a premium 
and rendy sale, and to achieve the greatest 
zood blood, selection and proper 
mating should be counted as prime factors 
in the care and ultimate success of the 
litter.

A Fault of the Judges. 

It is the fashion to find fault with 
the poultry judges. The judges are 
used to it and don’t mind it. All of 
them know that they are in a measure 
deserving of it, as they are conscious 
of the fact that they make some mis- 
takes, and people must bear the re- 
sponsibility of their mistakes. For 
many of the mistakes of the show room 
the judges are easily excused. In the 
rush of work which they there have on 
their hands it is not to be wondered 
at that a wrong feather frequently 
escapes their notice. The effect of 
such an oversight is not of serious con- 
sequence. But the judges are doing 
some things for which even their most 
considerate friends find it hard to for- 
give them. 

However much the statement may be 
discredited, there is such a thing as an 
egg type as applied to fowls. The long 
bodied fowls are the layers. The best 
example of this type is in the Leg- 
horns, which, admittedly, are the best 
layers on earth. But in the lesser degree 
it obtains from all breeds We want 
to preserve it if the object in keeping 
the flock is to obtain the highest re- 
sults in the way of eggs. The judges 
are contributing in no small measure 
towards the destruction of this type. 
To many of them the long-bodied fowl 
is objectionable. This form does not 
conform to their ideas of symmetry, 
and they deal it a blow every time they 
come across it in the show room. Many 
a Wyandotte and Plymouth Rock 
breeder has stood by and seen his best 
fowls condemned for the very quality 
he had labored the hardest to pre- 
serve and which he knew constituted 
their chief value. 

People who depend upon the show 
room to give character to their fowls 
are entirely defenseless against this 
wrong. They must conform to the dis- 
tates of the judges, though they know 
that in so doing they are spoiling their 
flock and cheating those to whom they 
sell. But those who are independent 
of the judges will do well to keep clear 
of the rounded form and strive to pre- 
ser yy ‘the oblong body. 





The House More Important Than 
i the Feed. 


It would be well if the fact were 
better known that for the purpose of 
obtaining winter eggs, the house 
counts for more than the feed. Hens 
which suffer with cold at night will 
not be profitable layers, no matter 
what kind of ration is furnished them. 
On the contrary, give them a com- 
fortable house and the eggs will not 
be wanting though the feeding from 
a scientific standpoint is decidedly 
faulty. 

Occasionally somebody reports that 
he feeds nothing but corn and yet gets 
a good many winter eggs. Some peo- 
ple who see the report don’t altogether 
believe it, but we have known hens 
to do pretty well in winter on corn 
alone. We could give the name of a 
farmer who has a straw chicken 
house at one end of his cattle sheds. 
It is simply a frame work of poles 
covered over several feet thick with 
straw. The feeding cattle get nothing 
in the way of grain but corn and the 
hens are never fed but pick up their 
living in the cattle yards. There are 
about a hundred of them in this straw 
pen and we know they lay a large 
number of eggs for we are frequently 
in these yards. 

That hens will lay better on a mixed 
ration than on any on kind of grain 
goes without argument. But the best 
ration wnich can be prepared will not 
bring the eggs if the house is not 
what it should be, whereas a_ good 
house will atone in a large measure for 
the faults of the ration. There is no 
excuse for having a cold poultry house. 
Many people who are wondering what 
is wrong with their feeding would dis- 
cover that nothing is the matter with 
it if they would give their attention 
to making their poultry house warmer. 





A correspondent wants to know what 
ails hig ducks when they sprawl on 
the ground and flap their wings and 
seem helpless, sometimes dying in a 
few days.

Our Weekly Chicago Market Letter. 


Chicago, Feb. 11.—The country is in a 
generally prosperous condition, and the 
farmers are sharing in the good times, 
their products bringing in good prices in 
most instances. Throughout most of the 
country farmers are well out of debt, and 
the country banks have more money than 
they can easily keep profitably employed. 
Chicago banks are now paying 2 per cent 
on country bank balances, and the prevail- 
ing rates of interest at the banks of this 
city are from 3% to 4 per cent, these be- 
ing unusually low rates. In this section 
of the country loans on choice farms are 


made at 5 per cent, but farther west, 
and in this part of the country on ordinary 
farms the rate rises as high as 6 per cent. 
The volume of business is very fair for 
tuis time of the year, and merchants are 
looking forward to a good spring business. 

It is a curious circumstance that while 
one set of farmers are getting rid of their 
cattle just as fast as is possible for what- 
ever they will bring, another class of 
farmers are buying all the cattle they have 
room and feed for. The cattle that fill the 
stock yards of Chicago and other western 
markets week after week consist largely of 
droves that should be kept on feed sev- 
eral months longer, and many of them are 
of a grade that would neyer make a choice 
grade of beef. As a consequence they sell 
at a low scale of prices, while the droves 
that are goou to prime bring high figures 
very reauuv, there being a strong demand 
for such to fill shipping and export orders. 
The range of prices extends all the way 
from $3.2 for little short-fed steers of in- 
ferior order up to $6 for a very limited 
number of fancy beeves, the bulk of the 
cattle crossing the scales at $4.25 to $5.50. 
There are a great many cattle that come 
on the market every day that are good for 
neither the dressed beef trade or the stock- 
er and feeder trade. There are some mis- 
guided men who persist in buying inferior 
steers to ship to the country to finish 
off for beef at a range of from $2.25 to 
$2.75, but the tendency now is to purchase 
a better grade of cattle, and some stock- 
men have the courage to pay $4.25 to 
>+.45 per 100 pounds, but sales above $4.50 
are few. Exporters are free buyers of 
cattle at $5 to $5.60, no cattle that are 
good selling below $5. 

Hogs are in as lively demand as ever by 
Chicago packers, and buyers are still dis- 
posed to force prices as low as possible, 
while the men who raise the hogs take 
very naturally an opposite view, owing to 
the generally reported shortage of ma- 
tured hogs. It is well, however, to send 
the hogs to market as fast as they become 
ready, taking care to ship at such times 
as compared with former years, and there 
are a good many shoats that will become 
hogs later on. The demand for provisions 
is still strong, despite the fact that prices 
are so much higher than a year ago, and 
this tends to hold hogs up, although there 
are natural reactions every few days. One 
of the noteworthy features of the hog 
trade is the very narrow range of prices at 
which nine-tenths of the sales are made 
at the present time. At ruling prices hogs 
are good property, and the farmers who 
have big droves are very fortunate men. 
llogs sell at $5.15 to $5. 40. 

The sheep pens have been well filled late- 
ly, the receipts running very largely to 
lumbs, prices for which have ruled weak 
and declining under the generous offerings. 
Owing partly to the fact that wool is sell- 
ing from 4 to 8 cents a pound lower than 
a year ago, sheep and lambs are bringing 
less money than they did then. There is 
a good de mand, however, and the exporters 
are shipping a good many heavy sheep of 
superior quality to foreign ports. Aside 
from choice lambs, the best light weight 
Mexican yearling wethers are the best 
sellers, big flocks of these muttons aver- 
aging around eighty pounds finding pur- 
chasers at $5.10. Sheep feeders complain 
that their protits have decreased because 
hay, corn and screenings are costing much 
more than last year, while sheep are much 
lower when matured for the market. A 
year ago the best lambs were selling 
around $7 per 100 pounds. Some Colorado 
lambs are being marketed, but not very 
many as yet. The receipts will be much 
heavier later on, many feeders holding 
back for higher prices. Lambs sell at 
$4.00 to $5.25; sheep at $2.50 to $4.50, and 
yearlings at $4.00 to $4.85. 

The horse trade has been quite active of 
late, the former dullness being replaced 
with general animation. Both domestic 
buyers and exporters are in the market 
actively, and the auctions have rever been 
better attended. The greatest life that is 
noticed is in farm chunks, which are sell- 
ing with great freedom at $60 to $130, 
animals weighing from 1,200 to 1,500 
pounds being taken for this purpose. It 
seems a curious fact that so many farmers 
scattered throughout Illinois, Iowa, In- 
diana, Wisconsin and other states do not 
raise their own horses, but this will doubt- 
less be greatly changed in the future, as 
so many farmers are now breeding horses 
once more, both for their own use and for 
the market. Rough, heavy loggers are 
selling very well at $85 to $120, and omni- 
bus horses have been taken in good num- 
bers to export at a range of $90 to $130, 
mainly at $90 to $110. The most active 
export demand of late has come from the 
british government for cavalry horses to 
ship to South Africa for use in the war 
against the Dutch republics. 

While the high price of corn is said to 
be the cause of a decreased export move- 
ment, the country demand for corn to feed 
to live stocs is as lively as ever, and 
farmers appear to be in no great hurry to 
sell what corn they do not need for them- 
selves. Sales in this market have been 
made recently at advances of about 6 cents 
a bushel over the figures paid a year ago, 
and the price is held up remarkably well 
throughout most of the corn belt. The 
present tendency is for farmers to feed 
corn to stock, and this way of disposing 
of the grain seems bound to increase, as 
it has proved a paying policy to most 
farmers who have adopted it. The weather 
of late has been much colder than during 
the earlier part of the winter, and hence 
more corn and other feed has been used 
to fatten stock. The wheat trade Is fairly 
active on domestic and export account, but 
it is no longer an easy matter to put prices 
higher The spec ulative element is not 
inclined to take the “bull” side of the 














wheat market ws eathuslastical , Cash 
sales are made heat at “cents 
a bushel; No. 2 corn 4 37% cents and No, 
2 oats at 24% cents. 

Wheat (including flour) exports for the 
week aggregate 4,997,813 bushels, against 
3,776,100 bushels last ‘week, 2,902,357 bush- 
els in the corresponding week of 1900, 
5,780,500 bushels in 1899, and 3,419,504 
bushels in 1898. From July 1 to date this 
season wheat exports are 120,975,496 bush- 
els, against 123,022,292 bushels last season 
and 156,598,159 bushels in 1898-'99. Corn 
exports for the week aggregate 4,171,440 
bushels, against 3,907,707 bushels (correct- 
ed) last week, 3,450,909 bushels in this 
week a year ago, 3,865,622 bushels in 1899, 
and 4,508,012 bushels in 1898. From July 
1 to date this season corn exports are 
119,943,884 bushels, against 132,696,774 
bushels last season and 103,279,274 bushels 
in 1898-'99. 

A grain commission firm received the fol- 
lowing letter from a reliable country ship- 
per: ‘‘We have had an exceptionally free 
movement of corn and oats this winter, 
and the weather and roads have been re 
for so long a time that the farmers have 
practically ail of their grain delivered that 
they will deliver this winter, unless this 
corn should get up so we could pay 35 
cents to the farmers. If this territory is 
a criterion, the movement of corn and oats 
will fall off materially from now on. The 
writer was talking to a gentleman who 
shells most of the corn in our territory, 
and he said he did not know of another 
job of shelling that he had to do this win- 
ter. The oats have practically moved from 
the farmers’ hands and abkcut 50 per cent 
of the corn has moved.” 

There is a good demand fer the best lines 
of creamery butter, and as the stocks do 
not accumulate to any great extent, prices 
rule firm at 20% to 21 cents per pound, 
with commoner qualities selling for 14 to 
18 cents. Dairy butter wholesales for 13 to 
18 cents, rolls selling at 12 cents. The 
cheese trade is only moderate at unchanged 
prices, the best Young America bringing 
11% cents per pound. The best lots of 
fresh eggs are bringing 19% cents a dozen, 
the lasting cold weather having discour- 
aged the hens from laying with their usual 
alacrity. Potatoes are fairly active at 40 
to 45 cents per bushel, according to qual- 
ity, and hand-picked pea beans fetch $2.10 
per bushel, the supply being only fair and 
the demand strong. Dry-picked poultry is 
having a good sale at 7% to 9% cents per 
pound for turkeys and 8% to 9 cents for 
chickens, broilers selling at 11 to 12 cents.

Spring Pin Money. 
To Hearts anv Homes. 

In the spring is a good time for the 
farmer’s wife or daughter to earn a 
snug sum of pin money. A good way 
to do is to plant a lot of aster seeds 
in boxes in the house, early in the 
season, and be sure that the seed are 
of choice varieties of asters; sow them 
in cigar boxes and as they grow trans- 
plant to different boxes, keep them 
growing all the time and when the 
weather is warm enough to set them 
out without danger of frost they 
should be of a size large enough so- 
that they will soon begin blooming. 
When you are ready to sell them take 
them to town in the little boxes 
you mean to sell them in, and 
go to people whom you know are 
flower lovers and offer them for sale, 
at about ien cents for fifteen well 
grown plants, enquire at that place of 
any whom she thinks would like to 
buy some and so work up a trade; 
after the first year you will have no 
trouble in disposing of all you can 
raise. I know a woman who makes a 
business of raising asters for market 
and she makes a plenty of pin money. 

Pansies are another flower profit- 
able to grow for the spring market. 
They must be in bloom when they are 
offered for sale and Memorial Day is 
the best time to seil them or just a few 
days before so as to give time for 
them to be set out in the cemetery. 
White or purple ones are the best sell- 
ers in pansies, and they will sell for 
ten cents for one or two well grown 
specimens, in a box. Strawberry boxes 
are best for this as they can be torn 
away and the plants reset without dis- 
turbing the roots; of course, they may 
be sold simply done up on paper with 
soil around the roots, but the boxes 
are better, for if the buyer does not 
want to set them out for a few days 
they will still keep growing. 

Sweet potato plants are a very 
profitable crop to grow, for in most 
places there is a scarcity of plants at 
planting time, some dealers will pay 
one for growing them for him, and 
they are usually worth a half-cent a 
piece at retail-and sometimes more 
than that. To grow them it is neces- 
sary to have a hot bed in some con- 
venient place and plant the potatoes 
in that. Three crops can be grown 
from the same set of tubers if care is 
taken in removing the sprouts. [ff you 
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do not want to neieie them out or a 
dealer does not want them, put a small 
notice in the paper that you have them 
for sale, and you will have no trouble 
in disposing of all you can raise. 

Tomatoes grown in the house are 
another profitable spring crop. They 
may be first sown in cigar boxes and 
as they grow, transplanted to other 
boxes until the final transplanting 
when it is a good plan to put each one 
in a separate paper cone; this is made 
of a twist of paper filled with soil 
packed firmly around the roots and 
must be large enough so as to admit 
of plenty of soil to nourish the roots 
of the plant. Tomatoes must be 
planted very early to be of any use 
in competition with the greenhouse 
grown plants. It is a good idea to 
have them just ready to blossom when 
you sell them the middle of June, and 
they can then be set out after the 
paper is torn away, and they will 
never wilt or know of any changa if 
you have seasoned them by setting 
them in the air every day. After you 
have them in the paper cones, the 
cones may be set side by side in a 
box. This makes them much easier 
to handle. When grown in this way 
plants will sell for three cents apiece 
or twenty-five cents per dozen, but you 
must secure your orders before the 
market gardeners have over stocked 
the market. 

Cabbage and celery may be grown 
in the same way only they need not 
be kept until so large, as they will 
do better if set in the ground at the 
final transplanting, instead of in the 
paper cones. G. M.

In tracing them you must follow them 
up, look into their derivations ana 
combinations, hunt up the compounds 
and co-latterals, and find out incidents 
about them; this is a study absolutely 
inexhaustible. Any boy or girl on the 
farm who takes up a pastime like this 
will be equipped for conversation in 
any company, for he will have some- 
thing more than the weather to talk 
about. The only things absolutely nec- 
essary to carry on this game are an un- 
abridged dictionary, and some modern 
school books; of course, encyclopedias 
would be a help but they are not ab- 
solutely necessary. Of course, pictur- 
esque words sheuld be chosen. We 
began alphabetically, but I thought the 
letter “C” was so interesting that will 
give you an illustration from it. 

The words we selected to look up, 
each one bringing at least one word, 
vere: Curfew, candidate, coif, cup- 
bearer, croquette and Christmas. We 
took “curfew” first, looked up its de- 
rivation, and found it to be couvrir, 
to cover, and feu, fire, literally mean- 
ing to cover the fire. Some one des- 
cribed it as “an immense bowl-shaped 
cover with one-third cut out, orna- 
mented, and with a handle;” in fact, 
an elaborate fender shutting over the 
fire and almost enclosing it.

“Coif” will take you back to the 
Saxon queens, any you may learn some 
facts about the head-gear of the royal 
ladies: and no doubt the discussion 
on wimple, and cover-chief and veil 
will be very interesting.

We think it quite pos- 
sible to grow a calf five dollars bet- 
ter with the same labor and care. 
The only question that can arise as 
toa course of this kind is what to do 
with the cream after it is separated. 
If our correspondent is a skilled but- 
ter maker the best thing for him to 
do is to churn it himself and sell the 


butter. The next best thing to do is 
to sell the cream to the creamery. 
Not knowing the circumstances in 


this respect, we are not able to ad- 
vise. 

Any of the farm separators adver- 
tised in Wallaces’ Farmer will do the 
business and if properly handled will 
leave only a trace of butter fat in 
the milk.

Here 
und there are breeders who have paid 
attention to the dual purpose feature 
and have milked their cows regular- 
ly and it is from the herds of these 
men that foundation stock must be 
drawn. If representatives of some 
certain families are found to be good 
milkers it does not necessarily fol- 
low that other representatives of the 
families, but from different 
herds, are also good milkers. In one 
cuse the breeder has developed the 
milking characteristic, latent in most 
Short-horns, and in the other 
he has not. ‘The man who has dairy- 
ing in his mind should never 
sight of the all important fact 
milking makes milkers.

Milk giving is a habit, and like all 
habits, it grows stronger with culti- 
vaton. A cow may be born with 
strong inherited tendencies to the 
milk-giving habit, but unless she is 


fed right and handled right and 
milked right she will not give a 


profitable flow of milk. Let a heifer, 
for example, be permitted to go dry 
at seven or eight months the first 
time or two and it is very doubtful if 





she can ever after that be persuaded 
to keep up a decent flow of milk for 
nine or ten months. 


Every cow is born with a capacity 
to give so much milk and of a certain 
quality. The important thing for her 
owner to determine is whether that 
amount is sufficient to render her 
profitable to him, and the first step 
in this is to find out what her ca- 
pacity really is. Many a good cow 
has been condemned, not for her own 
incapacity, but for that of her owner. 


Secretary Wilson and the Grout 
Bill. 


Secretary Wilson is coming in for 
some criticism at the hands of the 
oleomargarine people and some few 
cattlemen, whose opinions have been 
formed without sufficient investiga- 
tion, because he has championed the 
Grout bill. As our readers are aware, 
this bill has been favorably recom- 
mended by the senate committee to 
which it was referred. In answering 
the arguments of those southern sen- 
ators who opposed the Grout bill be- 
cause they feared it would lessen the 
demand for cotton seed oil (which is 
used largely in the manufacture of 


oleomargarine), Secretary Wilson 
said: 
“The best interests of the cotton 


‘seed belt lie in increasing its dairy 


and feeding interests, rather than in 
contributing a little oil toward the 
serious injury of dairying and feed- 
ing, that should use all the cotton 
seed meal produced there.” 

If the people af the south will take 
this to heart it will be the best thing 
for that part of the country that 
ever happened to it. Wherever the 
farmers of a section of country have 
taken up dairying they have pros- 
pered. Their farms have increased 
in fertility, they have built good 
homes, modern barns have supplant- 
ed the straws sheds and comforts 
and luxuries have been added to nec- 
essaries. Statesmen who recognize 
the broad economic principle that 
dairying is always good for a coun- 
try and who oppose anything that 
interferes with dairying, will serve 
their constituents best. 


Dr. Babeock and Prof. Russell, of 
the Wisconsin experiment station, 
have discovered that the ripening of 
cheese is largely due to an active fer- 
ment in milk and that this ferment 
is not retarded in its action by low 
temperature. Heretofore it had been 
supposed that the ripening of cheese 
was mainly due to bacteria, which re- 
quired a steady temperature of sixty 
to seventy degrees to do their work 
best. If the new discovery is borne 
out by practical trials curing rooms 
will no longer be needed and the 
cheese can be shipped direct to cold 
storage rooms. 

Dairy Commissioner Norton of 
lowa, fortified by the recent decision 
of the supreme court, has served no- 


tice that he will prosecute anyone 
who is detected in using preserva- 
tives in milk. This is right. Dairy- 


men cannot conscientiously ask for 
laws protecting them against frauds 
when practicing a fraud themselves. 

Gluten feed is cheaper at the pres- 
ent time than oil meal and is better 
teed for dairy cows. Mr. Witmer, a 
dairyman near Des Moines, is feed- 
ing it and said to us a few days since 
that he had never before used a more 
satisfactory or a more economical ra- 
tion.
